Finding books 
This module contains the information and description of skills necessary to 
the discovery and use of books. While focused on the academic setting, the 
material is useful for non-academic users, the pleasure-reader and life-long 
learner as well. 


Much has been written and discussed about the major changes in the 
production and use of books as a result of developments in computers and 
information technology. The material presented here presumes that books 
still play a significant role in intellectual discourse. 


Further, this presentation is designed to educate the student about the 
developing methods of book production and use so that as further changes 
in the this process appear and take hold, the student will be equipped to 
keep up.
